It lias liei'n Mr. Carman's progruin 
in other .vears to race ids liorses through the winter 
iiioiiths. iiiit tliey liave Ih-i-ii rested since going into 
letirenieiit last fall and ail in his big establlslimeiit 
liave iirotiled hy Hie respite.
